lecture as to their ideas. TVo students 
rejected the doctrine completely: fire be- 
lieved that there vras not sufficient prooF

seven -were undecided: fifty-two believed 
that evidence favored the theory, and 
seventy accepted the theory in toto. Tests 
made after the talk Jshowed that tiyenty- 
eight of the 136 students had changed 
their minds or were weighing the subject 
anew.
